A'Great Scheme. 


A party of eastern capitalists said to 


have some connection with the Santa Fe 
railroad system is visiting the Grand 
canyon of Colorado river for the pur- 
pose of investigating the feasibility of 
laying an electric cable 500 miloa in 
length along the river, with which to 
drive small boats through the Black can- 
yon and other scenic points, where cliffs 
over a mile in height overhang the 
stream. Tho power is to bo geuoruted 
by water wheels driven by the current 
of the river, or the water will be divert- 
ed into canals and dropped into the river 
again. 


A copper wire cable will be suspended 


over the center of the river, which is for 
the most part about 5500 feet in v/iutb. 
and electric-power will be conveyed to 
small boats similar to the manner of 
running electric railways. The idea ia 
that this will become the most popular 
route for tourist travel. 


Another, and the main feature of the 


scheme, is to convey the surplus power 
down the river, where it will be used tor 
pumping the water of the river to a 
height of from 15 to 20 feet upon mesa 
lands for irrigation, converting an area 
larger than Massachusetts—now a des- 
ert—into a garden, where fruit will rip- 
en in April, May and June, command- 
ing the highest market prices.—San 
Francisco Chronicle.

thieves." and President Cleveland is 
declared to be using offices to " bribe 
congressmen to betray their constitu- 
encies," and that "the two old parties 
are in conspiracy with Wall street to 
steal the mortgaged farms, railroads 
and other property and to bankrupt 
tho nation." 


The plank on silver says: " The one 


overshadowing, 
all-absorbing 
issue 


before the American people to-day is 
the question whether the debtors of 
the United States shall be allowed to 
pay their debts in the money of the 
Constitution, or whether their homes 
and property shall be confiscated for 
the benefit of pirates. The only party 
that votes as a unit against the tricks 
of the millionaires is the People's 
party. There are only two parties to- 
day—the People's party and the Gold 
party. We call upon the voters of Iowa 
to repudiate all party connection with 
the gold men; to draw the line before 
they are forced to revolution to pro-

slavery." 


The resolutions further favor the 


election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people, the abolition 
of all trusts, denounce the attacks on 
pensioners and favor the taxation cf 
mortgages. On prohibition the plat- 
form demands the retention of the 
present law until a system of state and 
national control is devised with the 
element of profit eliminated. 
It also 


declares for equal political rights for 
the sexes.

I desire to express to you 
my appreciation of the ability of Cap- 
tain Bartlett and Mr. Tracey, and I 
sincerely trust that you will send the 
same complement of officers north in 
the ship when it comes for me next 
summer." 


The Brussels Conference. 


LONDON, September 6.—The long let- 


ters which passed between Commander 
Everett and Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, chancellor of the exchequer, in 
regard to the silver question and the 
Brussels conference, have been pub- 
lished. 


Sir William in one letter says the 


failure of the conference to reassemble 
was due to the United States. England 
was always ready for a fair and care- 
ful consideration of any proposal made 
by other states which were of the high- 
est importance to this and other count- 
ries. There was no doubt regarding 
England's positions and intentions. 
The Government entirely adhered to 
the declaration that any interference 
with the single mometary standard 
would meet with the gravest objection.

T!:e Horn Fly. 


Kansas farmors are complaining of a 


new pest known as the horn fly—BO 
called from its habit of resting on the 
aoma of cattle—from whence it mores 
to various parts of the body, piercing the 
skin with its serrate proboscis and sack- 
ing tho animal's blood. Its habits are 
not only annoying, but exceedingly harm- 
fnl. The pest was unknown here a year 
ago, bnt is now one of the most abun- 
dant and hurtf nl of the fly species. Pro- 
fessor Kellogg o£ the state university 
says it is a native of Enrope, and was 
probably introduced into America with 
a shipment of cattle from France. It 
was flr&t observed in New Jersey in Sep- 
tember, 1887. In October, 1888, it was 
in Maryland. In 1889 it had traveled 
south and west over Delaware, Mary- 
land and Virginia, and in 1890 it was 
wonderfully active, appearing in Kun- 
ucky. By tho uid of 1891 it got as far 
as .New York and west to Ohio, south to 
riorida und Mississippi. In 1892 it was 
noticed in Illinois and is now found in 
Kansas and other western states. An 
ffort will be made to prevent a farther 
spread of the pest by the same process

license tax upon certain trades and business 
in the town of Keno, Nevada.1'

By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the board of 
county 
commissioners of 
Washoe county, do order us fellows: 


SECTION 1.—Section nine of said ordinance 
is here by amended so as to read as fellows: 


SEC. 9.—Every person, firm or association 
engaged in the business of selling goods, 
wares, merchandise or other personal prop- 
erty or real estate, at auction or public out 
cr>, 
shall pay quarterly for a license to 
curry on or conduct such business, five 
hundred dollars; or for a monthly license 
[which shall date from the iirst day of the 
month in which such license is issued] two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by the day, for 
each and every day, that he or they shall be 
engaged in such business, twenty-five dollars 
provided, however that any person may seK 
at auction or public out cry [where the same 
is not shipped in for the purpose of such 
sale] any such property in job lota and in 
limited quantities, outside and away from 
any place of business established, fixed or 
maintained for that purpose, by paying a 
quarterly license of three dollars. 


SEC. 
2.—Section twentyfive of said ordi- 
nance is hereby amended so as to read as 
fellows: 


SEC. 25.—Every persons, firm, association or 
corporation having n fixed place of business 
and not herein specifically mentioned or enu- 
merated, dealing in goocc, wares or mer- 
chandise, or pursuing any calling, trade or 
profession, shall pay a quarterly license of 
three dollars.

>ank is certainly quite effective. 


The good spirit in which the depositor 


accepts the inconvenience to which he is 
;hus subjected is a strong evidence of

public spirit which may save the 


community from irreparable di&aater. 
At the same time it is worthy of remark

no pugnacious crank has as yet 


asked tho intervention of the courts to 
compel the bank to givo him his money.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp p. u. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do notsend the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be fined. 


Nominations to ull stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1808. 


Entries for tho running purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 6 
o'clock i>, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 p. U. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, ana tho 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses und stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out* 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or iu one interest, the particular 
aorse they are to start must be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing Voces 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races or* the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horucs not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot beats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between beats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to bo divided as follow* 
06% to the first and W/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re* 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse In a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
overn trotting races.
